FRIEND of mine once told 

me that It had often wormed 
him that he had never had o 
nickname, even in his boyhood 
Certainly some nicknames are 
sources of pride to the possessor, 
An ocenslonal person, however. 
especially a child over six, may 
be greatly embarrassed over a 
nickname, particularly If this 
nickname describes no personal 
trait not pleasing to him, as 
snoops, skinny, tubby, half-pint, 
peanut, elim, fatty, squint, 
pimples and the Ilke. 


If your child has a nickname 
that worries him, try to lead 
him to accept %t cheerfully. 
Indeed, a show of resentment by 
him over his nickname may be 
the surest way to keep it alive 
while nonchalant = acceptance

I¢’ Child Suffers 


In some instances: where the 
child seems to suffer keenly 
over n nickname, you might find 
It wise to try to Induce some of 
his pals to invent & more ac- 
ceptable plekname for him, very 
much casier than to get ther 
to stop using the old nickname.
